Bodies of the Murdered Couple

Sometime 
between 
eleven 
and 
twelve 
oclock Tuesday

who resided with 
his wife and her father 
Francisco 
Zepeda 
on a small ranch above San 
Jose in a fit of jealous rage after 
auarrelincr with his 
wife 
and his 


fathef-in-Ta-

attacked them with 
an axe and a knife and hacked them 
to pieces 
The details of the murder as far 
as can be learned are as follows 
Shortly After ten oclock Tuesday 
night 
Mrs 
Enriquez 
aroused 
a 
neighbor and told of her husband 
having quarreled bitterly with her 
father 
but as their quarrels 
were 
frequent 
the neighbor paid no at 
tention to the womans statement 
and she returned to her home 
From all appearances the father 
and daughter 
had 
retired for the 
niffht 
when Enriauez 
securing an 
axe and a long bladed pocket knife 
went to his wife s bed and stabbed 
her 
in the 
neck 
then 
with 
one 
swing of the axe 
he split her head 
open 
killing her instantly 
Zepeda 
aroused by the noise of 
the falling body 
ran into the room 
when Enriquez swung around 
and 
cut 
Zepeda in the throat with the 
axe and continuing the attack 
the 
frenzied murderer rained blow after 
blow 
upon the 
body of his victim 
making cuts in left eye 
left jaw 
left arm 
and three 
places on left 
breast 
Not satisfied 
the murderer 
threw away the axe and seizing his 
knife cut 
and slashed 
the old man 
on the back as he lay upon the floor 
Then the murderer 
jabbed 
the 
knife into his 
own neck 
making a 
wound 
about an inch deep 
above 
the right clavicle 
After stabbing himself 
the mur 
derer sought to get away but being 
exhausted from the 
loss of blood 
he finally crawled under a mesquite 
bush about 
600 
yards 
from 
the 
house 
where he was tracked later 
by the officers 
The murder was discovered 
by an 
old 
Mexican 
woman 
about 
six 
oclock 
Wednesday 
morning 
who 
immediately notified Deputy Sheriff 
Ed Ussher who sent word to Sheriff 
Anderson 
When the sheriff and officers ar 
rived 
on the scene they found the 
body 
of the 
murdered 
woman 
dressed 
in night 
clothes 
lying on 
the 
floor and across her feet was 
the body of her father 
The officers trailed the murderer 
to his hiding place 
under a bush 
600 yards from the house and cap ¬ 
tured him 
He was brought into Solomonville 
and 
had 
his 
wound 
dressed 
and 
afterward 
he was removed 
to the 
county hospital at Safford 
According 
to 
the statement of 
murderer 
Zepeda 
attacked

with an axe and knife cutting him 
in the throat 
and that he acted in

Comet 
The brilliancy of a comet as it 
appears to our eyes depends on two 
factors 
first its distance from the 
sun 
and 
second 
its distance from 
the earth 
The nearer to the sun 
the more does our sun act 
on the 
comet 
and 
increase 
its 
intrinsic 
brightness 
and of course 
the near ¬ 
er any body is to our eye the bright ¬ 
er will 
it be 
Halleys 
comet 
is 
nearest the sun on April 20th 
when 
of itself it will 
be 
most 
luminous 
But after that date it gets closer 
and closer to us till May 18th 
Im- 
mediately 


¬ 
after that date the comet 
should be very brilliant 
and it will 
be favorably situated in theevening 
sky for us to see it 
The comet in 
1835 was less bright 
than it had 
been in 1759 
when it had a tail 50 
degrees 
in length not 
because 
it 
had intrinsically decreased 
in 
bril- 
liancy

but because the earth was un- 
favorably

in its orbit to 
give us a near view 
While nothing 
is known absolutely of how bright
